Chiefs Agree 
On Red Army 
Withdrawal

BUDAPEST, Nov. 16—Hun- 
gary’s Russian-imposed Premier 
Janos Kadar and Budapest’s 
chief labor leaders were report- 
ed Friday to have agreed on a 


three-stage partial withdrawal 


of Russian troops and the begin- 
ning of talks to form a coalition 
Government. 


But youth leaders of the re- 


_volution, which brought the So- 


viet army and tanks pouring 

into Hungary rejected the agree- 

ment unless former Premier 

Imre Nagy, still a refugee in the 

Yugoslay Embassy, returns to 
wer. 

The demand for Nagy’s return 
is so strong and Kadar’s rejec- 
tion so widespread it was con- 
Sidered unlikely the Premier 
could survive. The sincerity of 
any concessions he promises are 
generally questioned. 

Reliable sources said Kadar 
had agreed with the Budapest 
Central Council of Workers, rep- 
resenting all industrial workers 
in the capital, on a three-stage 
program of Russian troop move- 
ment: (1) Withdrawal to bar- 
racks in Budapest; (2) Return 
to their original bases, either in 
the Hungarian countryside or in 
Russia; (3) Start of negotiations 
with Moscow for a review of the 
Warsaw Pact and withdrawal of 
all troops. 

With the genera! strike still 
crippling the nation’s economy 
in the wake of the bloody rebel- 
lion, Kadar sought frantically to 
offset the demands for Nagy’s 
return through overtures for 
support from leacers of the long 
inactive, non-Communist pea- 
ont and small landholder par- 

es. 

Ferenc Szabo and Istvan Bibo, 
veteran peasant leaders, visited 
Kadar in the Parliament build- 
ing. The Premier also sent an 
emissary to Zoltan Tildy and 
Bela Kovacs, the landholder 
leaders. 

- There was no indication what 
success Kadar was having in his 
efforts to bolster his regime. . 
The Russians, it was learned, 
have imported railway person- 
nel from the Soviet Union to put 
the nation’s railway system in 
operation. There had been 
some resumption of traffic Wed- 
nesday, but it ceased when re- 
ports reached the railway work- 
ers that carloads of young 
rebels were being deported to 
Siberia. . 

Although the Government in- 
sists it knows of no deporta- 
tions, one repor: said that a 
train of 25 ears left the country 
for the Soviet Union with de- 
portees.

Japan. GATT Talks 
Fail Again: Tatsuke 


GENEVA, Nov. 16 (AP)—Keii- 
chi Tatsuke, Japanese delegate 
to the current session of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT), said Friday 
Japan had again failed to obtain 
GATT privileges from any of 
the 14 countries which specific- 
ally excluded their trade with 
Japan from the terms of the 
agreement, 

Tatsuke told a meeting of the 
35 members of the agreement 
that the Japanese Government 
had consulted with the 14 gov- 
ernments, but had “not arrived 
at any concrete results so far.” 

Tatsuke said he hoped, how- 
ever, that Brazil would grant 
GATT privileges to-Japan after 
the new Brazilian tariff sched- 
ule comes into effect, 

The meeting decided to keep 
the matter under review, and to 
discuss it again at next year’s 
session. The countries which do 
not grant GATT privileges to 
Japan include France, Britain, 
Australia and New Zealand. 


Philippines to Stockpile 


Foodstuff From Japan 

* MANILA, Nov. 16 (Kyodo- 
UP)—President Ramon Magsay- 
say disclosed Friday night that 
the Philippines is ordering, $2,- 
000,000 worth of foodstuff from 
Japan for stockpiling purposes 
“just in case.” 

The Chief Executive was re- 
ferring to the world situation 
which he described as “very 
much stabilized.” 

He expected the amount to be 
in the neighborhood of $2,000,- 
000 to be charged against an un- 
obligated $9,000,000 from 
Japan’s first year reparations 
payments to the Philippines. 

“So the foodstuffs we are or- 
dering will be the first repara- 
tions payment from Japan,” 
Magsaysay said.

Polish Visit 
May Provide

WASHINGTON, Nov.

The U.S. view—backed by 
other diplomatic sources—that 
there is a serious split between 
the anti-Stalinists and pro-Stal- 
inists received unexpecied sup- 
port Thursday from Yugoslav 
President Tito. 


Tito addressed a Yugoslav 
Communist meeting Sunday, but 
Belgrade did not release it until 
Thursday—the day that Gomul- 
ka arrived in Moscow, 


The Yugoslav President ex- 
pressed the belief that those 
favoring downgarding of Stalin 
will come out on top and charg- 
ed that Stalinists inside and 
outside the Soviet Union were 
responsible for the Hungarian 
revolt. 

The result may decide not 
only the fate of the satellite na- 
tions which are now in turmoil 
but also whether there is to be a 
third world war. 

Tito’s address was viewed as 
an attempt to head off any re- 
turn to all-out Stalinism on the 
part of Moscow. 

American diplomats’ share 
Tito’s concern—and to some ex- 
tent his feelings—about the out- 
come of the contest for power. 
Soviet Communist Party Boss 
Nikita §. Khrushchev apparent- 
ly heads thé anti-Stalin side, 
while former Russian Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov leads 
the camp favoring a return to 
Stalinist policies. 
Gomulka was jailed as a 
Titoist curing Stalin’s regime.

Signs Worsen 
As H’skjold

LONDON, Nov. 16 (INS)— 
Dag Hammarskjolad~ flew ‘into 
Egypt Friday for urgent talks 
with Egyptian President Nasser 
as the Middle East crisis show- 
ed ominous signs of exploding 
into new fighting. 


Shortly before the U.N. Sec- 
retary-General landed in. a 
chartered Swissair transport at 
Abu Suweir Air Base, authori- 
tative British ana French sources 
declared there is little chance 
of an early withdrawal of Allied 
troops from the Suez Canal 
Zone. 

Nasser, counting on aid from 


 uenis and his Arab neighbors, 


was expected to tell Hammarsk- 
jold when they meet later Fri- 
day in Cairo that Egypt will 
fight unless Britain, France.and 
Israel begin an immediate with- 
drawal from captured Egyptian 
territory. 

At the same time, there were 
strong indications London and 
Paris had stiffened in their op- 
position to withdrawal terms 
demanded by Nasser, 

Friday's troop arrivals 
brought the total of “peace po- 
licemen” at the Abu Suweir Air 
Base to 212. Another 600 waited 
at the Naples staging area for 
the airlift to take them to their 
emergency stations. 

Additional hundreds of troops 
were expected in the next few 
days from 16 nations. 


To Clear Canal 

PORT SAID, Nov. 16 (Kyodo- 
UP)—Britain Friday announced 
formation of a joint Anglo- 
French command to clear the 
Suez Canal and indicated the 
work would proceed from both 
ends of the 101l-mile waterway. 

A large number of salvage 
ships was expected at this 
northern end of the canal Sun- 
dav and more were coming from 
east of Suez. 


Cut Water Supply 
LONDON, Nov. 16 (Kyodo- 
UP)—Saboteurs on Egyptian- 
held territory breached Port 
Said’s only water supply line 
during the night in an apparent 
attempt to blockade Anglo- 
French troops occupying the 
city, the Foreign Office announc- 


ed Friday.

In a speech prepared for de- 
livery at the opening of the 
General Assembly’s general or 
policy debate, Brazilian Ambas- 
sador Cyro de Freitas-Valle said:

To this end, it is 
urgent that Japan be admitted 
to the U.N. and that the maneu- 
vers that have for so long im- 
peded that action cease forth- 
with.”

Shelve Peiping Debate 

UNITED NATIONS, |. N.Y,

Shigemitsu Speech 
‘Encouraging’: U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP) 
—American officiais said Friday 
it is “very encouraging” that 
Japan is taking a strong line in 
denouncing the use of force by 
Anglo-French forces in the Mid- 
Gle East and the Soviet Union 
in crushing Hungarian _  inde- 


The foreign policy speech of 
Foreign Minister Shigemitsu be-| 
fore the Diet, blasting all three 
Powers was regarded here as 
consistent with statements pre- 
viously made by Japanese lead- 
ers and the editorial reaction 
in the Japanese press. 

Also it was in line with the 
expressions of other Asian 
countries, notably Pakistan, 
India, Indonesia, Burma and 
Ceylon. 

Particular interest was shown 
here that Shigemitsu spoke out 
against the Soviet Union at a 
time when the Diet is in special 
session to ratify an agreement 
with Moscow to terminate the 
11-year-old state of war between 
the two countries. 


Speech Disturbs U.K. Officials 
LONDON, Nov. 16 (AP)—The 
British Foreign Office Friday 
declined comment on the state- 
ment of Japanese Foreign Min- 
ister Shigemitsu severely critic- 
icing the Anglo-French attack 
on Egypt. 
A spokesman said the Brit- 
ish Government is still awaiting 
the full account of the speech 
from Tokyo.

“The Suez dispute is not a 
question merely of a canal, To 
Britain the loss of her foothold 
in Egypt would mean the down- 
fall of British power and prestige 
in the world, while to France 
a complete victory of Arab na- 
tionalism under the leadership 
of Egypt would spell the ruin 
of the French empire in North 
Africa. Moreover, the Soviet 
Union's new positive policy of 
supporting Egypt by providing 
her with arms collides head-on 
with the policy of West Europe 
toward the Arab countries. The 
Suez problem at the root in- 
volves a vital stake in world 
itics. f x" 
“The Japanese Government is, 
of course, prepared to cooperate 
with other nations to ensure free 
passage of the canal. But we 
believe that any dispute arising 
over it should be settled in a 
peaceful manner by negotiation 
among the Powers concerned; 
and that if that was difficult ti 
disposition of the matter should 
be entrusted in the hands of the 
United Nations. And this is the 
position we have consistently 
maintained regarding the canal 
problem... 

“The rise of nationalism is a 
natural phenomenon attending 
the process of the liberation of 
mankind. As such Japan has 
always taken a sympathetic at- 
titude toward the national as- 
pirations of other peoples. On 
the disposition of the Suez ques- 
tion, we counseled tolerance to 
big Powers and moderation to 
small countries; and in close 
cooperation with the United 
States did our best to prevent 
a rupture. The United Nations 
met many times and succeeded 
finally in formulating a basis of 
discussion acceptable to all-par- 
ties concerned, when suddenly 
an aggravation of the situation 
on the spot produced a crisis... 
“The United Nations had no 
time to lose. Its immediate task 
Was to halt the hostilities on 
the spot. By. desperate efforts 
they worked out a pjan to or- 
ganize an International Police 
Force which will replace the 
Anglo-French troops and secure 
the peace of the canal zone. 
The plan was adopted and ac- 
cepted by Britain, France, 
Egypt and Israel, which have 
all suspended their war opera- 
tions. ‘Thus, has the Suez crisis 
been bareiy surmounted.  Tri- 
bute is due to the United Na- 
tions on its timely and effec- 
tive action as the world organ 
of peace. 

“Needless to say, the rise of 
nationalism is not confined to 
Arab and Asian countries. The 
Soviet Union has Jong preached 
Nationalism, making colonialism 
its favorite target in its propa- 
Sanda war against West Eur- 
Opean Powers. Following the 
Communist Parfy Congress held 
in February this year the So- 
viet Union, departing from the 
policy of suppression, carried 
on a de-Stalinization policy on 
an cxtensive scale. As a result 
there arose in the satellite 
countries ‘of East Europe a na- 
tional movement for freedom 
and independence. It first flar- 
ed up in Poland, where a new 
Titoistic Government was set 
up. The movement spread to 
Hungary. In contrast to the re- 
latively quiet way in which the 
change of government took place 
in Poland, the revolt in Hun- 
Zary was marked with violence 
and bloodshed. What the Hun- 
8arians wanted was more than 
Titoism; they opposed not only 
Soviet rule, but communism it- 
self. Seizing the moment when 
the Suez dispute reached a criti- 
Cal stage, the Soviet Union mo- 
bilized vast armies and started

Foreign Minister Shigemitsu 
explained the Japan-Soviet 
joint declaration, protocol on 
commerce and navigation, 
fisheries and sea rescue agree- 
ments at the plenary sessions 
of both Houses Friday and 
sought-theirearly approval. 

Shigemitsu’s explanation was 
made following his _ policy 
speech. 

The Foreign Minister said: 

“In negotiating with the So- 
viet Union our avowed policy 
was to keep intact the existing 
order under the San Francisco 
Peace Treaty and the Japanese- 
American Security Pact—a 
policy to which the Soviet 
Union had no objection. 

“During the past 10 or more 
vears since the war’s end the 
world has seen a notable devel- 
opment and expansion jn inter- 
national relations. The yrela- 
tions between nations are ani- 
mated by interest. It would be 
no longer realistic to circum- 
scribe them according’ to 
ideological back®rounds, Actuai- 
ly, our way of dealing with 
communism has to be neces- 


sarily differential from the 
mode of regulating. our re- 


lationship with a Commu- 
nist State. Today many 
important international —prob- 


lems are for the most part han- 
dled by the United Nations, in 
which all -member States “are; 
regardless of ideology, equal 
and bound to cooperate.” It is 
on that world’s stage that Ja- 
pan should play her role in 
company with nations of every 
color and creed,

The projected economic co- 
operation with Cambodia—a 
long-pending issue—was discuss- 
ed Friday at a meeting of three 
Cabinet members, Foreign Min- 
ister Mamoru Shigemitsu, Fi- 
nance Minister Hisato Ichimada 
and Director-General Tatsuno- 
suke Takasaki of the Economic 
Planning Agency. 

Japan has promised economic 
cooperation to Cambodia to pro 
mote mutual friendship and to 
repay that kingdom’s waiver of 
reparations claims. Cambodia 
has offered to accept Japanese 
emigrants. 


As part of the proposed eco- 
nomic cooperation, Japan has 
made known its plan to finance 
the development of the Kirirom 
plateau. 


The sum of ¥1,500 million, 
earmarked Friday for next 
year’s economic cooperation, :s 
expected to be used for the con- 
struction of an agricultural ex- 
periment station and a sapita- 
tion research institute. 


At Friday’s meeting, the For- 
eign Minister stressed the need 
to send Japanese settlers to 
Cambodia as an initial step to- 
ward a larger emigration plan 
covering other Southeast Asian 
nations.

The prediction that the crisis 
being faced by the Soviet Un- 
ion in Hungary will continue 
and eventually mean the end of 
the Seviet empire was mad? in 
Tokyo Friday by an outstand- 
ing expert on Soviet affairs. 

Speaking before a lunchepn 
meeting of the Japan Chapter of

Scientists Warn — 
Of Big Eruptions 


KUSHIRO, Nov. 16 (Kyodo)-—~ 
A warning that Mt. Me-Akan, 4; 
908-foot volcano in eastern Hok 
kaido, may start large-scale ex 
plosions next spring, was made 
Thursday by scientists of Hok- 
kaido University and officials of 
the Kushiro meteorological ob 
servatory. 


Mt. Me-Akan, located in Akan 
National Park, has been under 
close observation since it had 
minor eruptions several times 
from November, last year, to 
last summer. 

The scientists and officials, 
who met here Thursday to re- 
port on the results of their in- 
vestigations of the volcano, said 
that although the volcano has 
been calm for the past few 
months, major eruptions may 
occur when snow thaws next 
spring. 

They decided to keep a close 
watch on the volcano and es- 
tablish a danger zone around its 
summit to shut out moun- 
taineers.

SAPPORO, Nov. 16 (Kyodo) 
--Heavy blizzards have been 
sweeping over the entire Hok- 
Kaido area since Thursday 
morning, disrupting train 
schedules at various places. 
Snowplows were mobilized to 
clear the tracks in the northern 
part of the island for the first 
time this season. Trains on

It is in the light of this that 
Italy recently took the initiative 
in calling for U.N. action on the 
appeal from the short-lived Hun- 
garian Government of Imre 
Nagy. Italy believes that the 
U.N.’s moral condemnation of 
the Russian attacks against 
Hungary will have salutary ef- 
fects on the chances of that 
country’s regaining freedom in 
the future, if not immediately, 
Ambassador Fracassi said. 

He said that the Italian: peo- 
ple strongly resented the Soviet 
assault against Hungary, all the 
more because of the geographi- 
cal proximity and close ties be- 
tween the two nations. 

The current imbroglio over 
the Suez Canal is of grave con- 
cern to Italy, for the canal is 
one of Italy’s only two maritime 
outlets. Not being a signatory 
to the 1950 pact, Italy is not 
obliged to do anything about the 
current dispute but it cannot 
remain aloof to the matter, the 
Italian envoy said. He added 
that the fate of Egypt is a mat- 
ter of vital interest to Italy 
since as many as 40,000 Italians 
reside in that country. It may 


countries most seriously, if in- 
directly, involved in the Suez 
imbroglio. 

Ambassador Fracassi said his 
country earnestly wishes for an 
early admission of Japan into 
the United Nations. Japan’s en- 
try into the world peace body 
will be in the interest of not 
only Japan but of the U.N. itself, 
he said. “Of course, the Italian 
Government will strongly sup- 
port Japan’s membership when 
the matter is brought up at the 
coming U.N. session,” he said, 

On trade relations between 
Japan and Italy, the envoy said 
that although the economies of 
the two countries are not com- 
plementary but competitive, 
there was still room for greater 
flow of goods. “I would like 
to advise the businessmen of 
both countries to study each 
other’s market more closely to 
explore trade possibilities,” he 
said. - 

Ambassador Fracassj{ sees a 
great future possibility for clos- 
er cultural interchange between 
his country and Japan, for 
there already exists keen mutual 
interest in each other’s cultural 
heritage. As an example, he 
pointed to the enthusiastic re- 
ception received by the Italian 
opera troupe in its recent series 
of performances in this country.

An integrated 
Europe will serve as a great mod- 
erating power to the advance- 
ment of civilization and when 
this imaginative project is ac- 
complished, Europe will again 
come to play a great role in 
world affairs, he said. 

The new Italian envoy has a 
long, distinguished foreign serv- 
ice career to his credit. Graduat- 
ed from the law school of the 
University of Genoa in 1920, he 
was appointed a foreign service 
officer in 1923 and served in 
various foreign service posts— 
Geneva, Cannes, Nantes, London, 
Madrid and Cairo. In recent 
years, he served as Ambassador 
in Pretoria, Italian representa- 
tive in Trieste and Director-Gen- 
eral of the Somalia Affairs Bu- 
reau in the Italian Foreign Min- 
istry.

Dem Bums Leave Japan 
Tired but Not Unhappy

The Brooklyn Dodgers began 
leaving for home Friday after 
Showing their stuff to and 
making friends with 500,000 
Japanese fans in 19 exhibition 
games, 


“We got a terrific reception 
everyplace,” commented Vice- 
President Fresco Thompson as 
he led 16 departing players 
anc seven coaches and officials 
aboard a Japan Air Lines plane 
due in San Francisco at 9:20 
p.m. PST Friday. A _ second 
flight with 24 Dodgers and 
Wives, headed by Manager 
Walt Alston, was following 12 
hours later. 


Brooklyn rolled up 14 vie- 
tories, four losses and one tie 
against the strongest pro 
league talent ever assembled in 
Japan. 

It was the poorest showing 
ever made by a touring U.S. 
Major League team. But 
Dodger officials said they were 
satisfied, considering the im- 
proved quality of Japanese bail 
players ‘and the tiring pennant 
and World Series campaign at 
home. 


“Any time we can win 14 and 
lose only four, it’s commend- 
able record,” said field super- 
visor Al Campanis. “This came 
on top of 35 games in spring 
training, 154 in the regular sea- 
son and seven in the series, 

“All the.men are tired, I got 
tired just going along. There 
was sOme grumbling about the 
long trip at first. But after 
everything was said and done, 
every last man said ‘I’m glad 
I made the trip.’ They really 
enjoyed it. 


“Before we came here, we 
didn’t have the fine regard for 
the Japanese people or for the 
ball players which we have 
now,” Campanis added. 

Campanis said about one 
dozen outstanding Japanese 
baseball players will be added 
to the club’s master card file of 
potential Dodger material. 

Both Campanis and Vice-Presi- 
dent Thompson said as they 
left for the United States that 
a plan to invite a few Japanese 
to Dodger spring training is 
“under consideration” and a 
final decision will be made later 
in New York. ’ 

“If we invite any, it will b 
because we think they can 
make a certain club in our 
system and help that club, or 
else we won’t invite them,” said 


Campanis, who oversees the 
Dodgers’ far-flung scouting 
activities, 


“We would have to invite two 
or four, because of the social 
problems such as food, homesick- 
ness and the language barrier,” 
he added. “It would have to be 
through Japanese baseball chan- 
Nels.” 

Dodger officials have compar- 
ed Japan’s best—the All Star 
team which beat Brooklyn in 
three of nine games—to Ameri- 
can AAA clubs.

Silk Export Prospects | 
Depend Much on Price 


By SHELDON WESSON 


‘few years, double American silk 
use, 


The answer seems to be that 
price considerations alone can- 
not govern the American market, 
but that fashion creativeness 
and effective promotion, aided 
by, a favorable price situation, 
are doing the job. 


The price stabilization mech- 
anisms which started operations 
earlier this year are partly re- 
sponsible for the recent relative 
price stability, within’ the 
market’s  short-period price 
movements. However, the pic- 
ture of the year’s situation as a 
whole indicates that the silk 
market is dominated by influ- 
ences in the Japanese economic 
picture which bear only in- 
directly on silk, if at all. 


Buyers’ Suspicions 


It is these price movements, 
based on factors outside the silk 
realm, which in the past have 
made foreign buyers suspicious 
and resentful—made them assert 
that the Japanese producers 
seize on any excuse to boost 
prices. 


Oné example is the recent 
brief price spurt in Yokohama 
during the worst of the early- 
November. Suez crisis. Specula- 
tive elements pushed the market 
up briefly but sharply “in sym- 
pathy with advances in securi- 
ties and other commodities, for 
which war is always considered 
bullish.” Thoughts ran back to 
the price boom that followed 
the start of the Korean War. 


But American buyers have 
every reason to demand: So 
what? Three-quarters of all the 
raw silk produced is consumed 
within Japan. The Japanese 
kimono fabric market has in 
the last few years dominated 
raw silk price movements. So 
why should a war in the Middle 
East, which might affect only 
shipments of .silk to Europe, 
cause the price of raw silk here 
to rise? The answer seems to 
be: Inflationary sentiment. 


The question is academic, per- 
haps. But the fact remains that 
any major. price advance in raw 
silk, based on factors which 
American weavers and clothing 
manufacturers might consider 
extraneous, could very easily 
destroy the present “happy 
feeling” which exists toward 
silk.

Japan Group 
Visits S’pore 


SINGAPORE, Nov. 16 (AFP) 
—An eight-man trade mission 
representing the Japanese wood- 
working machinery industry 
arrived here Thursday by air 
from Colombo. The mission had 
already visited Bangkok, Ran- 
goon, Dacca,’ Calcutta, Bombay 
and Madras. 

The Japanese will stay in 
Singapore for three days and 
then proceed to Jakarta, From 
Indonesia they will go to Malaya 
where they will spend a few 
days in Kuala Lumpur and Pen- 
ang before flying to Bangkok. 

They eare scheduled to leave 
Bangkok on Nov. 25 for Hong: 
kong where they will spend two 
days and then fly to Manila on 
Nov, 27. 

The leader of the delegation, 
Kiyotaka Segami, president of 
Japan’s Woodworking Machin- 
ery Industry Association, said 
Japan had already: exported 
woodworking machinery to Sin- 
gapore and Malaya. 

The object of the trade mis- 
sion is to see what exactly are 
the needs of Malayan sawmills 
so as to enable Japanese firms 
to send proper machinery from 
Japan. Segami said the mis- 
sion’s visit to India had been 
“very successful.” He said the 
director of the industry in Cal- 
cutta was expected to go to 
Japan for talks over exports of 
Japanese woodworking machin- 
ery to India. Segami added 
that India had placed sqme or- 
ders in Tokyo and the Govern- 
ment intended to hold an exhibi- 
tion of Japanese machinery in 
India. At the airport, the Japa- 
nese mission was met by rep- 
resentatives of the Singapore 
Sawmill Association. 


May Resuscitate 
Old Iron Mine 


OSAKA, Nov. 16 (Kyodo)—A 
discussed mine in Fukui Prefec- 
ture may become a leading pro- 
ducer of iron ore as it was re- 
cently found to contain vast 
limonite deposits, according to 
an announcement by the Osaka 
Bureau of the _ International 
Trade and Industry Ministry. 

The Wakasa mine of the 
Inumi Industry Company proved 
to have a big development 
potential when detailed pros- 
peeting was carried out by the 
bureau under the Government’s 
drive for discovery of untapped 
iron resources in the country. 

The mine is estimated to have 
about 36 million tons of limon- 
ite (brown iron ore)—enough 
to yield a monthly supply of 
50,000 tons for at least 50 years.

law that have been in force. 

The Ministry is expected to 
extend the control to steel and 
chemical industries to enable 
them to form cartels or trusts 
(in the latter case) for fixing 
(1) production amount, (2) de- 
l'very amount, (3) prices and 
(4) joint use of technical skills. 

The same sources added that 
there was an opinion favoring 
legislation of an over-all con- 
trol law rather than separate 
control laws. 


Surplus Plan 
Given U.S. 


A Japanese plan for the third- 
term purchase of surplus 
American farm products was 
handed Friday to Gwinn Gar- 
nett, visiting official of the U.S. 
Agriculture Department. 

Informants said the plan 
seeks for Japan additional 
leeway in the use of the coun- 
terpart funds at its disposal. 

At present, 75 per cent of the 
funds that acerue from the pur- 
chase of U.S. surplus products 
can be diverted to development 
projects in this country. 

The plan further seeks U.S. 
permission to raise the percen- 
tage that may be used for 
agricultural purposes. 

According to the _ sources, 
Garnett promised Agriculture- 
Forestry Minister Ichiro Kono 
that he would contact his home 
Government immediately and 
relay the answer to Japan as 
soon as possible. 

Kono later told newsmen 
that any accurate figure of 
Japanese purchases would have 
to wait until a definite reply 
was received from the U.S. 


Opposition Voiced 
To ¥10,000 Notes 


The Japanese Bankers Coun- 
cil Thursday expressed its op- 
position to the issuance of ¥10,- 
000 notes, long contemplated by 
the Government. 

The Council decided on its 
fundamental opposition at a 
meeting Thursday and convey- 
ed the decision to the Bank of 
Japan through members of the 
latter’s policy board who were 
present. 

The circulation of notes of 
such high denomination, it was 
held, would not only complicate 
money exchange—contrary to 
the Government’s claim of sim- 
plifying it—but would create a 
bad psychological effect at a 
time when there is fear of in- 
flation. 

The Council advised that pro- 
per timing be made in is- 
suance of the new notes if 
such is inevitable.

Soviet and Middle East 


The new requirements put forward by the Soviet 
Promier are hardly conducive to.an early settlement of the 
Middle East crisis and the situation appears to be becom- 


ing more complicated everyday. 


Marshal Bulganin’s latest notes to the Prime Ministers 
of Britain, France and Israel declare that the United 
Nations police force must not be stationed in the Suez 
Canal Zone and demand compensation for “material losses 
suffered through the invasion of Egyptian territory.” 


Egypt, of course, has been insisting that the United 
Nations force be posted only on the 1949 Palestine armistice 
line between Israel and Egypt and that the British and 
French troops be withdrawn immediately but Britain ance 
France have declared that their troops wil] not leave the 
Canal Zone until they are replaced in a satisfactory manner 
by the United Nations’ men. 

lt is true that Marshal Bulganin did not mention again 
the proposal to send Soviet “volunteers” to Egypt but he 
did say that the Soviet Government considered the inter- 
national police force unnecessary with the withdrawal of 
the British, French and Israeli troops. 


It seems clear that Moscow is angling to get all foreign 
troops, including the United Nations force, out of the Suez 
Canal Zone so that the Egyptians will be in sole contrcl 
of the Canal which means that they would be obliged under 
the new circumstances to carry out any directions with 
regard to it that the Soviet Government might secretly 
make. 

The United Nations, however, wants to get a proper 
settlément of the whole Middle East problem which has 
these two heads—the safeguarding of the international 
usage of the Canal and the bringing about of a definite 
peace between Israel and the Arab States. The most useful 


_ purpose of the international police force, as we see it, would 


be to keep the peace in the Suez Canal area and the adjacent 
area of the Sinai Peninsula until such time as all the parties 
concerned would agree to come peaceably to the conference 
table in the determination to achieve a permanent soiutio 
of the difficulties in this part of the world. 


Unfortunately, various countries still show a desire to 
have an individual finger in the pie. Hence the deplorable 
suggestion of Soviet Russian and Red Chinese “volunteers” 
and the unfortunate action of a number of Arab States 
in threatening the use of force on their own account and 
suchlike developments. 

This idea of going outside the United Nations and 


taking individual action of a military sort is neither con- 


sistent with the Charter to which they have subscribed nor 
with the claims to be animated by purely peaceful inten- 
tions made by the Soviet Union and others. Any further 
disvatck of foreign troops under the name of “volunteers” 
or any other name, must make the task of the United 
Nations more difficult and may perhaps render an eventual 
peaceful solution impossible. 

It is therefore incumbent upon all concerned to carry 
out the decisions of the United Nations embodied in the 
various resolutions that have been passed on the subject of 
the questions at issue. 


British, French and Israeli troops should be withdrawn 
as soon as the United Nations police force is on the spot 
in sufficient numbers and has taken up the key positions 
necessary for its efficient operations. , 

So far as Egypt herself is concerned, a reasonable 
and early settlement would appear to be to her advantage 
so that her people can get on with the task of reconstruc- 
No doubt that is under- 
stood by the majority of the Egyptian people but it is a 
big question whether Soviet Russia, having once taken 
up a major role in Middle East affairs, will allow Egypt to 
do so unfettered by Russian policies. 


~ Marshal Bulganin’s latest statements rather suggest that 
henceforth Egypt is expected to dance to Moscow’s tune 
rather than to consider her own vital interests. 

It is reported that the note sent to Israel was much 


_ sterner in tone than that dispatched to London and Paris. 


One report has it that Israel was warned that “aggression 
ageinst Egypt” raised the question of “the continued ex- 
istence of Israel as a State.” But surely it is not for Mos- 
cow to say whether, and under what conditions, Israel 
shall remain a State. 

-. Actually, Soviet Russia has made no useful contribu- 
tion to securing peace in the Middle East. She has, on the 


‘contrary, acted in such a manner as to make a peaceful 


settlement more difficult. It would have been better if she 
had thrown her weight into helping to bring Israel and 
Ezypt together in a cooperative effort for the general benefit 
and refrained from trying to use the events in Egypt as an 
excuse for making trouble between East and West.

The Anti-Strike Law 


Statute Outlawing Strikes in Key Industries Threatens to Embroil Diet 


The Diet seems never with- 
out an issue which threatens to 
throw its session into turmoil. 

In June 1954, it was the Po- 
lice Law (it partly recentralized 
the nation’s police forces) that 
transformed the national legis- 
lature into a fist-swinging mob. 


Earlier this year, the bill to 
make the Board of Education 
an appointive, instead of elec- 
tive, body gave the press 
throughout the world front page 
pictures of parliamentary battle. 

Potential dynamite this time 
is what is popularly referred to 
as the Strike Control Law. 


Officially, the statute itself has 
a cumbersome title and a some- 
what unusual reason for being 
in the news today. 

The Law concerning the Con- 
trol of Disputes in Electric En- 
terprises and Coal Mining was 
enacted on Aug. 6, 1953, and 
promulgated on Aug. 7 when it 
went into force immediately. 

Aims Stated 

Its text is rather brief as 
laws go, Article 1 of the three 
articles states the aim: to reg- 
ulate methods of conducting 
collective bargaining in the elec- 
tric and coal mirfing industries 
“in order to safeguard public 
welfare.” 

Article 2 prohibits both the 
management and employes in 
electric industry “to cut off nor- 
mal supply of electric power and 


resort to other actions which 


directly obstruct it.” Likewise, 
Article 3 makes it illegal for 
both the operator and work- 
ers in coal mines “to stop nor- 
mal operation and cease mainte- 
nance of mines to the detriment 
of human beings, mineral re- 
sources and mining facilities.” 

Directly responsible for this 
piece of legislation was the 
series. of strikes in both the 
electric and coal industries in 
the fall months of 1952. 
Through November and Decem- 
ber electric industry workers’ 
(Densan) cut off power supply 
incessantly, and coal miners 
(Tanro) deserted their mines 
withdrawing even maintenance 
crews. These actions were 
taken in the name of “Autumn 
Labor Offensive” to improve 
their working conditions. 

Citizens Suffered 

During the prolonged dis- 
pute, citizens suffered much 
because the disruptions in the 
two key industries affected 
other closely related ones, e.g., 
transportation and gas. Sever4l 
individuals died of asphyxia- 
tion in gas heated rooms when 
gas supply was cut off and 
resumed during the night. 
There were also reports of 
patients dying on_ operation 
tables because power shutoff 
impeded the doctors’ work. 

In introducing a bill to curb 
such labor tactics as these, the 
Government, then headed by 
Prime Minister Shigeru Yoshi- 
da, intended to make it a perma- 
ment act. But the two Socialist 
parties fiercely opposed it. As 
a compromise plan, the progres- 
sive party suggested that the 
law be given a time limit of 
three years. 

Hence the appendix to the 
anti-strike law which reads in 
effect: Within 20 days after 
the lapse of three years follow- 
ing the going into effect of the 
law, the Government must seek

To the Editor: 

I am a businessman but a 
thwarted journalist and I would 
like this opportunity to congra- 
tulate the local English-language 
papers on the fine job they are 
doing. 

However, I believe that they 
could do a better job. I refer 
to a local practice of mention- 
ing something that is about to 
happen in the future and when 
the time comes neglecting to re- 
port what happened; sometimes 
it is a business or political con- 
ference, sometimes a _ sporting 
event. 

Let us take the example of 
those nine Chinese residents of 
Japan who applied for visas to 
Hongkong and Macao and sign- 
ed assurances that they would 
not go to Red China. You re- 
ported that the Japanese Consul 
in Hongkong had ascertained 
that they had gone on to China 
despite these assurances not to, 
and that some had attended an 
important Communist Congress 
in Peiping.

Period Up 


The temporary legislation 
passed the three-year mark on 


Aug. 7 this year, making it op 


ligatory for the Government to 
submit a resolution plan to the 
Diet which was called to session 
this week. 

For weeks prior to the open- 
ing of the Diet session, however, 
arguments were exchanged pro 
and con on the question of 
whether or not to preserve the 
antistrike law. 

The Socialists, needless to say, 
are against it. Their contention 
is that in the three intervening 
years, there has never - been 
cause to cite the law. In other 
words, the electric and coal mina 
workers have behaved well. 
Therefore the law designed to 
curb something that “no longer 
exists” is superfluous. 

Countering this, the cConsery- 
ativas have maintained that 
there has not been an attempt- 
ed strike in these two key in- 
dustries “thanks to the law in 
question.” Thus, it should be 
preserved to further insure non- 
occurrence of strikes. 

The conservative force ap- 
pears resolute in seeing to per- 
petuating the anti-strike meas- 
ure, while the Socialists are 
equally determined to kill it, 

What makes the situation doub- 
ly difficult for the Government 
and the  Liberal-Democratic 


Party, however, is that the 
enemy is found not only outside 
but within. The basic difficulty 
is the inherent weakness of the 
conservative party in that it is 
far from united. 

Signs of Trouble 

Forces unfriendly to _ the 
powers-that-be within the Liber- 
al-Democratic fold are report- 
ed to have favored submission 
of the measur? in anticipation 
of trouble and subsequent ad- 
vantage to be gained from it. 
If the resolution plan sets the 
Diet on fire, the elements hos- 
tile to Secretary Nobusuke Kishi, 
for instance, can hold him re- 
sponsible for the fiasco, and ac- 
cordingly discredit him as pos- 
sible successor to the Party pres- 
idency. 

Already signs of trouble are 
visible—in the delay in the 
formal opening of the Diet ses- 
sion, caused by the Socialist op- 
position to the Government plan 
to skip committee deliberations 
of the resolution plan. 

As a means of forestalling an- 
other Diet melee, neutral quar- 
ters have suggested a compro- 
mise proposal. “Let’s go witn- 
out the law for a trial period 
of, say, one year.” 

If nothing happens in the 
meantime, it would mean one 
of two things or _ probably 
both: 1) the economic condi- 
tions in the nation have im- 
proved so that the workers need 
not resort to drastic means in 
coliective bargaining; and 2) 
they have learned from the ex- 
periences of four years ago that 
strikes in key industries do not 
win them public support. 

If on the other hand anything 
happens in the meantime, it 
would not be too late to legis- 
late then, these quarters sug- 
gest. 
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Prime Minister’s Speech 


Following is the text of Prime 
Minister Hatoyama’s administra- 
tive address delivered Friday 
before the 25th Extraurdinary 
Session of the Diet: 

It affords me a great pleasure 
to have the opportunity to add- 
ress the 25th Extraordinary Diet 
at the opening of its delibera- 
tions today. 

With Delegates Kono and Ma- 
tsumoto | have been to Moscow, 
where on Oct. 19 the Joint De 
Claration by Japan and the 
USSR and the appended Proto- 
col were signed. 

We are now assured of termi- 
nation of the state of war be- 
tween Japan and the Soviet 
Union, which has been in exist- 
ence for the 11 long years 
after the end of hostilities; re 
storation of diplomatic relations 
between the two countries; Rus- 
sian support of Japan’s member- 
ship in the United Nations; re- 
patriation of the detainees; ef- 
fectuation of the Fisheries Con- 
vention; and also of the fact 
that negotiations on a peace 
treaty are to be continued, and 
that after the conclusion of that 
treaty the Habomai Islands and 
the island of Shikotan will be 
transferred to Japan, 

In the negotiations in Moscow 
our delegation did all in their 
power to meet the expectations 
of our nation. Normalization of 
Japanese-Soviet relations -has 
been the most important public 
pledge of iny Government ever 
since its establishment—a 
pledge which is, I believe, mani- 
festly in complete accord with 
the fervent aspirations of our 
people to peace among nations. 

I do not consider that the out- 
come of the negotiations leaves 
nothing to be desired. However, 
weighing the stern reality of in- 
ternational relationships with 
utmost objectivity, and having 
in mind the good of our land 
and people in the years to come, 
I decided upon a settlement, 

Now turning to the interna- 
tional situation, we Japanese 
who seek world peace and pre- 
vention of war are profoundly 
perturbed over the serious in- 
ternational conflicts which have 
been sparked in various parts 
of the globe by the events in 
the Middle East and East Eu- 
rope. It is gratifying, however, 
to see the turmoils of war grad- 
ually calming Gown. I cannot 
but hope for a speedy restora- 
tion of the normal and reason- 
able spirit and atmosphere to 
the world. 

On the other hand, the troubl- 
ed world is holding out heart- 
ening signs. In the United 
States Mr. Eisenhower, who 
firmly believes in world peace, 
has been re-elected to the Pres- 
idency by winning the trust 
and support of the American 
people, while world opinion is 
urging the United Nations for 
action to avert war. 

We cannot afford easy optim- 
ism or wishful predictions about 
the possible shifts in the inter- 
national situation. However, | 
believe that it is important that 
our country should carry 
through its policy of peace, keep- 
ing constant vigilance over the 
changes in the world situation; 
that we should make every effort 
for easing international tensions 
in concert with other peace-loy- 
ing nations, and that we should 
build up national prosperity 
while working for world peace. 

To this end, we must strive 
to promote international trade. 
We must cooperate with other 
nations in enlarging mutually 
our fields of economic actiyj- 
ties. Trade expansion, in mv 
opinfon, serves best to conso!i- 
date peace and to provide us 
the foundation for a stronger 
position and voice in the world.

nomic Self-Support Plan laid 
down late last year with our 
actual attainments. National 
income is up 10 per cent as 
against 5 per cent, the target set 
under that plan, and exports 
soared 31 per cent as against 8.7 


per cent. Meanwhile, com- 
modity prices have, on the 
whole, remained stable. The 


expansion of economy, which 
has been achieved by Japan in 
such an ideal way through im- 
provement of the international 
payment balance coupled with 
a stabilized commodity price 
level, presents a rather rare 
example. 


This favorable turn in the 
economic conditions may ope 
attributed partly to the general 
prosperity in the rest of the 
world and the successive good 
harvests at home. However, 
more fundamental factors lie in 
the fact that ever since the in- 
auguration of the Six-Year Eco- 
nomic Self-Support Plan im- 
mediately after the formation 
of the first Hatoyama Cabinet 
in December, 1954, we have 
steadfastly adhered to a sound 
financial policy based on it, and 
executed long-range economic 
programs with the wholeheart- 
ed cooperation of the public as 
well as the support of both en- 
terpreneurs and workers. 


Needless to say, however, we 
should not allow ourselves to 
be carried away by these achieve- 
ments. It behooves us_ to 
take advantage of the present 
favorable trend and exert more 
efforts toward establishing an 
unshakable position of Japan in 
the turbulent world. We should 
seek to stabilize the people's 
livelihood, and to lay firmer 
ground for our prosperity by 
raising productivity through 
unity of labor and management 
and by further expanding trade. 


To the Japanese people long 
pent up in postwar doldrums, 
the doors of the East and the 
West are being flung open. It 
is high time that our nation by 
taking a broad view of things 
did unite as one man and show 
abundantly its virile spirit. I 
hope that adapting themselves 
to the changing world and the 
requirements of the new age, 
our people will redouble their 
efforts not only in advancing 
our national fortunes but also 
in contributing to the progress 
of the entire world,

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Tororo and Konnyaku 


Among unique foodstuffs eaten 
by the Japanese are tororo and 
konnyaku. Both are made from 
plant roots, 


Tororo is made from yama- 
imo and nagaimo, a kind of yam, 
which grow wild on hills. They 
are also cultivated. Nagaimo 
grows to more than four feet 
long and it is very hard to dig 
up whole, 


First the yam is peeled and 
then grated. The grated yam is 
further ground in an earthen- 
ware mortar until it becomes a 
glutinous mash. It is very thick, 
and so it is thinned and flavor- 
ed by adding a soup made of 
stock, shoyu, sugar and sake. 


Tororo thus made is eaten out 
of a bowl, or poured over rice. 
It is also eaten with sashimi or 
raw fish. It is a very favorite 
food particularly in rural dis- 
tricts, and is very nourishing. 
Those fond of it, eat many big 
bowls of tororo. 


Konnyaku is made from the 
ball-like roots of konnyaku. 
The root is dried and powdered. 
Then the powder is boiled with 
a bit of lime. Poured in moulds 
of convenient sizes it congeals 
into a hard jelly. Konnyaky is 
cooked with other vegetables 
in sugar and shoyu. Shirataki 
or shredded konnyaku is 
familiar even to foreigners, as 
it is used in sukiyaki with bee‘. 
Boiled konnyaku is also served 
with miso or bean paste. 


It used to be said that every- 
one should eat konnyaku at 
least once a week so that all 
poisonous stuffs in the body 
would be removed. 


Konnyaku has another use. 
The boiled konnyaku keeps hot 
for many hours. Thus on cvid 
Winter nights, it is wrapped in 
many layers of cloths, and used 
as a bed warmer. It is stili 
used in case of a stomachache, 
The hot konnyaku, wrapped up 
in cloth, is placed over the 
stomach, and it is believed that 
its warmth will cure the person 
of stomachache,

to crush the Hungarian national 
movement. It is reported the 
Soviet armed forces, which movy- 
ed into Hungary, comprised 
scores of divisions and several 
thousands of tanks, and that 
thousands upon thousands of 
Hungarians were slaughtered... 


“Racial self-determination is 
a principle long recognized 
among nations. It is no exag- 
geration to say that the two 
world wars have been fought 
for that very principle. Again, 
non-interference in other coun- 
tries’ internal affairs, and re- 
spect for sovereignty are the 
basic international - concepts, 
which constitute the essence of 
the United Nations Charter. 
They are also the fundamental 
principles included in the Ten 
Principles of Peace adopted by 
Asian-African Conference at 
Bandung last year and in the 
Five Principles of Peace set 
forth by Communists, The 
Japanese-Soviet Joint Declara- 
tion recently issued at Moscow 
also pledges mutual observance 
of these principles. We Japa- 
nese cannot but feel deep sym- 
pathy for the Hungarian people 
crving out for basic human 
rights and political freedom. 
To the leaders of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, who are personally ac- 
quainted with the government 
leaders of Japan, I wish to ap- 
peal that they listen to the voice 
of the Hungarians and take 
measures to ease the situation 
in line with the resolutions of 
the United Nations. 


“Fortunately, the situation in 
the Middle East’ centering 
around the Suez issue has been 


eased. But there remain many 


ticklish matters, for the disposi- 
tion of which we shall have to 
look to further exertions of the 
United Nations. As to Hungary, 
with the general feeling running 
high, the situation is yet ob- 
secure, rendering uncertain the 
outlook for world peace. 


“The so-called ‘thaw’ that was 
believed to have set in between 
East and West has proved de- 
ceptive. The world situation to- 
day is such that the cold war 
may be intensified once more. 
At this juncture the re-election 
of President Eisenhower is reas- 
suring, who can be relied upon 
to show his brilliant leadership 
in dealing with international 
tensions. Japan will hold fast 
to her policy of peace. While 
avoiding at all costs involve- 
ment in the disputes of other 
countries, we will forge ahead, 
building . up our nationa! 
strength, enhancing our interna- 
tional status so that we may 
eontribute more to the further- 


afiee Of world peace.”
